MEET CAPTAIN KLEIN 

The man who now captains the Squadron 
has an equally lengthy naval record. He 
joined the Navy in 1931 and after his re- 
ecruit training at Great Lakes, served 
aboard the USS Oklahoma. In 1933 he at- 
tended the Naval Academy Prep Class at 
NOB, Norfolk. Returning to sea, he serv- 
ed on the USS Relief until honorably dis- 
charged in 1934. 

He re-enlisted in the U. S. Naval Reserve, 
and after one year’s service took the pro- 
fessional examination and was appointed 
Ensign in November, 1935. As an Ensign 
he served as Communications and En- 
gineering Officer of the 14th Fleet Division, 
USNR, Saginaw, Michigan. In October, 
1938, he served as Oinch of the 29th Fleet 
Division, Hoboken, New Jersey. 

In October, 1939, he was ordered to ac- 
tive duty. He served abroad the USS New 
Mexico for 20 months, before undergoing 
Lighter-than-Air training at Lakehurst. ‘He 
was designated NA (A) in October, 1942 
and assigned to an Airship Squadron as 
Engineering Officer. After the formation 
of the Hedron he served as Operations Of- 
ficer until he was detached in February, 
1944. 

Ordered to Santa Cruz, Brazil, he served 
as Commanding Officer until June, 1944. 
From July until December, 1944, he was at- 
tached to Staff, Fleet Airships Pacific as 
Oinch, FAPTU.

A SALUTE TO CAPT. PEELER 

A “plank owner”, Lt. Comdr. Peeler re- 
ported aboard NAS, Tillamook, on 1 De- 
cember, 1942 as Executive Officer under 
the command of Commander (now Captain) 
Karl L. Lange. 

Demonstrating strong organizational abil- 
ity, the young commander met and solved 
a host of station problems until 14 March, 
1944, when he was relieved of his duties 
and assumed the command of the station- 
based Squadron. 

Long Navy Career 

His Navy career stems back to 1930, when 
he entered the U. S. Naval Academy. He 
served aboard the USS Oklahoma, the USS 
Barney, the USS Arkansas and the USS 
Minnesota before he requested a transfer 
to NAS, Lakehurst, for Lighter-than-Air 
training. 

By May, 1940, he was back aboard the 
USS Arkansas to escort the first occupa- 
tional forces to Ireland and to see Roose- 
velt and Churchill sign the Atlantic Char- 
ter. In May, 1942, he was again ordered 
into LTA. By December of that year he 
was in Tillamook, to convert rain-soaked 
cow pastures into an operating base. 

His recent orders once more carry him to 
sea. NAST adds its salute to that of the 
men who served under him.

FIVE-STAR ADMIRALS 


Before war-strained 1944 was written off 
the books, the Senate confirmed the ap- 
pointment to the rank of Fleet Admiral, 
Adm. William D. Leahy, USN, (Ret), Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s personal Chief of Staff, 
Admiral Ernest J. King, USN, Commander 
in Chief of the Fleet and Chief of Naval 
Operations, and Admiral Chester W. Nim- 
itz, USN, Commander in Chief, Pacific 
Fleet. 

Admiral King raised his 5-star flag on the 
USS Dauntless on 20 December. Adm. Nim- 
itz assumed his new rank in Pearl Harbor 
on 19 December. 

The Fleet Admirals will wear one 1%4- 
inch gold stripe plus four %-inch gold 
stripes; shoulder-boards carrying five stars. 

Admiral Rank: Uncertain 


The history of the rank of admiral is in- 
teresting. Not until July, 1866, was the 
grade of admiral established for the rank- 
ing officer of the Navy. Vice Admiral Far- 
ragut was the first officer to be advanced 
to that rank. Upon his death, Vice Admiral 
David D. Porter assumed that rank. Upon 
his death, the rank of admiral ceased to 
exist. 

Until 1899, the highest rank in the Navy 
was that of Rear Admiral. At that time 
Congress created the rank of Admiral of 
the Navy, an entirely new rank, for Rear 
Admiral George Dewey, USN. Upon his 
death in 1917, this rank ceased to exist. 

In 1915 the ranks of admiral and vice 
admiral were established for temporary 
service. 

Since that time, Congress has given the 
President, in time of war, broad powers to 
advance Naval officers to higher ranks for 
temporary service. Under this authority, 
the President has issued the necessary 
Executive Orders and SecNav has issued 
General Orders as the needs of war have 
required.

This is the fourth in a series of articles 
devoted to the history of Navy’s non-rigids. 
The “D” Ship 
In 1919 Goodyear and Goodrich designed 
the “D” ship and manufactured six of them 


for the government. Slightly larger than 
its predecessor, the “C” ship, but with less 
speed and range, the “D” ship had a gas 
volume of 189,000 cu. ft. It measured 198 
ft. in length, had a diameter of 42 ft. and 
height of 57. It was powered by two Union 
motors, and the lifting gas was hydrogen. 
(See picture above.) 
Airship Design Still Crude 

Like all World War I airships, the “D” 
type was pulled down and “walked” into a 
hangar by a large crew, a bumper bag on 
the car cushioning its landing. Hangar- 
bound, its fuel capacity determined its 
range, for the mobile mast (see cover) and 
the technique of refueling in the open was 
yet to come.
